FIFTEEN BILLIONS 
From Omaha World-Herald. 


Merle Thorpe, editor of Na tion’s Busi­ 
ness, estima tes the total tax bill of the 
country for all purposes, federa l, state 
and local, to be 15 billion dollars. While 
this is an estimate rather than a precise 
total it is based on a la rge mass of accur­ 
ate information and is presuma bly not far 
from the exa ct truth. 
With the national income reduced to 
70 billions this means, Mr. Thorpe points 
out, tha t one dollar out of every five 
goes to the support of government a c­ 
tivity of some kind. 
It goes, as he puts it, 
“ to the burea ucra cy.” 
One dollar out of 
five is obviously too much to be diverted 
from the living and the saving of the 
people to the purposes of government. It 
would be loo much if it w'ere spent with 
ha lf the \vaste and twice the efficiency 
tha t cha ra cterizes 
public 
expenditures. 
Fifteen billions wx>uld still be a hea vy tax 
luirden w'ere the national income twice 
70 billions.
